the Hornets’ defeat at Berkeley

St. Mary’s come here fresh from | 
a convincing 68 to 61 victory over 
a good Fresno State team. The 
Gaels always have an abundance of 
team spirit and play a fast-break- 
ing, breakneck type of basketball.

New SSC Block 


System Installed 


y new block system for Super- 
Teaching in Kindergarten- 
Elementary 


| Education was started this fall at 


| SSC. Dr. Harold H. Stephenson, 
| Chairman of th» Division of Teach- 
}er Education and Coordinator of 


Elementary Education, says that 
the new plan is designed to provide 
the student with a semester of full- 
time participation in those activi- 
ties which are related to teaching. 

The foundation for the new pro- 
gram consists of the following: 
Education 100, Education 112, and 
method blocks 300 A-B-C, 100 
and 112 being blocks in themselves. 
Ail are required of credential can- 
didates. 

Education 100, a four unit course, 
is made up of Orientation to Edu- 
cation, Principles of Elementary 


|} and Secondary Education, and the 


Philosophy of Education. Educa- 
tion 112, a five unit course, ¢onsists 
of Child Growth and Development 
and Educational Psychology. 

The methods courses, Education 
300 A-B-C, taken together in a 
block, now consume one semester’s 
work totaling 16 units. Education 
800 ineludes: A, social studies, 
reading, and language; B, art, mu- 
sic, and physical education; and C, 
arithmetic, science, and health. This 
block should directly precede the 
practicum and directed teaching. 

The semester of supervised teach- 
ing will include five weeks of prac- 


ticum, 10 weeks of supervised 
teaching, and a seminar of two 
weeks. 


During the practicum phase, the 
student, under the direction of fac- 
ulty members, will make personal 
contacts with the school, adminis- 
trative officer, and staff member 
with whom he will work. He will 
observe pupil groups, study in- 
structional materials, and plan for 
the group he will teach. 

The supervised teaching phase 
will give the student actual teach- 
ing experience and responsibilities 
outside the classroom, such as the 
school activities and faculty meet- 
ings. The college supervisor will 
keep in contact with the student 
and with the school personnel. The 
student’s problems and experiences 
of the teaching period are analyzed 
during the seminar.

‘PLANS FORMULATED 


FOR BARN THEATER 


ON NEW CAMPUS 


There is a worthy movement 
afoot, led by student body Presi- 
dent Gerry Lanning, to convert a 
barn that is on the New Campus 
property of the State College, into 
a barn theater. It has been propos- 
ed to use the barn for Drama De- 
partment productions and it also 
could be used for any of the smaller 
dances or social functions that the 
Student Body 
might see fit to sponsor. 

The barn is 50 feet by 60 feet 
on the floor level and it is 30 feet 
high. The work that seems worth- 


while is to put in a concrete floor, | 


to build a stage, construct a few 
dressing rooms, shingle the walls, 
and put in the necessary plumbing. 
There is already a fine roof of 
corrugated iron. The approximate 
cost would be about $1,500, plus the 
labor.

With the close of the regular 
football season rapidly approach- 
ing, time has come for the annual 
Heisman Memorial Trophy award. 
Every year since 1935, this award 
has been presented to the outstand- 
ing college player in the U.S.

football and a really great football 
figure. 

Jay Berwanger won the first 
award in 1935 after starring for 
the University of Chicago. Through 
the years, the winners have been 
predominately backfield men, with | 
a few ends taking the award. 

Following Berwanger were Larry | 
Kelley of Yale University, Clint | 
Frank of Yale, Davey O’Brien of | 
Texas Christian University, who | 
raised the rank of the little man in | 
football. 

Then came Nile Kinnick of ini 
in 1939, who was one of our first | 
heroes to lose his life in World War 
Il; Tom Harmon of the Michigan ! 
Wolverines; Bruce Smith of Min- 
nesota, and Frank Sinkwich of |

‘Honor Your Partner’

Editor’s Note: Facuity members 
of Sacramento State are writing 
feature material for use by news- 
papers in this area of California. 
The material may be used in either 
column or feature form. The fol- 
lowing article by Miss Charlotte 
Bergstrom, assistant professor of 
physical education, is an example 
of the type of material written. An 
attempt is made to key the articles 
to the interests of newspaper read- 
ers. Folk dancing is a hobby which 
holds the attention of many adults 
and children. This article, then, is 
written for the information of those 
who are actively interested in folk 
dancing. 


It is said that the United States 
is too young a nation to have folk- 
ways and folk customs. Though 
this may be so, technically, our 
square and round dances follow the 
Tolkway pattern as closely as any- 
thing we have in our culture. The 
| round and square dances have been 
danced in some form in our local 
communities since colonial times. 

hey have been handed down to us 
in the true folk manner, from one 
generation to the next, and with 
local interpretations and embellish- 
ments added. Write up a square 
figure, or a round dance routine? 
Unthinkable! 

STYLES DIFFER 

Each part of the country has 
contributed its own peculiar and 
of dances to the 
American folk dance picture. Each 
has a style and character of its 
own. The stately Lancers and the 
Quadrilles have been preserved by 
New England. The Kentucky moun- 
taineers have given us their hearty 
running sets and long dances. The 
West dipped into all styles and 
compounded a rich combination 
that is definitely American. 

THE WEST CONTRIBUTES 

The ranch communities and cow 
towns of the West combined the 
familiar figures of the differing 
backgrounds and have actively kept 
popular a composite style of square 
and round dance with a character 
all its own. Its style is breezy, its 
calls and accompanying customs 
flowery, and its execution hardy. In 
other parts of our country these 
square and round or ‘old fashioned’ 


| dances were lost in the social shuf- 
' fle, 


Small and isolated groups per- 
sisted in the old ways just enough 
so the dancers were not entirely 
lost. The West kept the square 
dance as a social dance alive, not 
as an art to be venerated, but as 
fine vigorous medium to embellish 
a ranch social. Youngsters learned 
their figures from their parents, 
since the ranch hoedown was pri- 
marily a family affair. Ranch and 
Western calling is an art closely 
akin to poetry. Call patter follows 
a pattern and follows a tradition 
but allows for individual expres- 
sion and addition, too. 

EVERYBODY'S DOING IT 

Old time dances have recently 
come into national vogue. In all 
parts of the country, people are 
“swinging their partners” and are 
“prominading home.” The state of 
California at the present time has 
a Folk Dance Federation, made up 
of local clubs and groups devoted 
to both folk and square dance. In 
the area in and around Sacramento 
there are over eighty such groups. 
Costumes as well as dances of the 
pioneers are once more coming into 
their own. The calls, the music, the 
figures, tend to follow the free, 
easy, gay Western style. To the 
scholar, the historic and literary 
significance of this dance form is 
an interesting end in itself. How- 
ever, the full flavor of the dance 
has to be experienced to be really 
appreciated. This is the art form 
for the truly young & at heart.

Status Discussed

fects the status of students. How- |

ever, the current war 
could soen alter this situation. 

Dr. Donald W. Bailey, Dean of 
Students, says that those who are 
subject to selective service, 
draft, are assured, thus far, of be- 
ing able to complete the academic 


year (until June, 1951) if their let- | 


ters from the Dean of Students are 
submitted before they have receiv- 
ed notice to report for their phy- 
sical examinations. This is regard- 


less of whether the student is rated | 


scholastically in the upper or lower 
half of his class. 

However, students who are in the 
top half may possibly be reclassi- 


fied to 2-A and allowed to complete | 


their educational programs before 
induction. Though induction is now 
postponed for those in the lower 
half, their classification will re- 
main 1-A. Draft eligibles who have 
already received notice for their 
physical examination may also re- 


quest letters from the Dean of Stu- | 


dents. 
Students who are interested in 
enlisting in a particular branch of 


the services must do so before re- | 


ceipt, from their draft boards, of 
notice to report for their physicals. 
Otherwise the enlistments cannot 
be accepted. 

The Organized Reserve Corps of 
the U.S. Army is also taking en- 
listments, but, again, anyone who 
is draft-eligible must join prior to 
receipt of his physical examination 
notice. For more information, see 
the Reserve Corps pamphlet on the 
bulletin board outside room 112, 
main building. 

Students already in reserve sta- 
tus cannot be assured that letters 
or other appeals will help secure 
deferment. Dr. Bailey advises, in 
this case, the student check to see 
whether a letter will be of help and | 
then request it from his office in| 
the Ninth Avenue Annex. 


Dean Bailey also pointed out that 


his office can do nothing until the | 
individual student requests his let- | 


ter.

My home in Greece is in the 
Athenian suburb of Ellinico, on 
Phalerou Bay. My windows look 
upon the waters; the veranda is 
cooled, but as it is winter, is some- 
times chilled by the Euxine wind. 

When the sun shines, which is 
most of the time, it is a blinding, 
blasting bright sun, overly warm 
and constant. I reveled in the heat. 
Here was the rush of sun I had 


| wished for at Arles. A Vincent Van 
| Gogh orb of golden light shining 


in a royal blue sky of peace. Here 
was light. Light for the body, the 
soul, and light for the mind. Open 
the doors and the windows, punch 
holes in the walls and tear the roof 
off.
